A BAD CAREER ENDED. 


DEATH OF A NOTORIOUS WOMAN AT KANSAS 
CITY. 

Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 14,—(Special.j—A 
woman who was known as Maud Rogers died 
at the Refuge for Fallen Women today. The 
cause of her death was consumption, brought 
on by exposure and excessive dissipation. With 
the death of this woman a most remarkable 
career was closed. Maud Rogers first figured 
in police courts in this city about two years 
ago, and after serviag short terms at the work- 
house she leit for the West, where she took up 
with arich stock dealer. They quarreled and 
the woman left him. He followed her 
to Omaha, where she sent a bullet 
through his ear as a reminder that his 
company was no longer desired. From Omaha 
she came to this city, where she soon 
got on a spree and was sent to the workhouse. 
When the Home for Fallen Women was estap- 
lished she was pardoned from the work house 
and endeavored to reform. She was at one 
time one of the handsomest of the frail women 
of Chicago. Her companion was a handsome 
blonde known as Golddust.“ The two occu- 
pied the same room, and one day they quarrel- 
ed over a man whom they mutually admired. 
Maud killed her companion, hid ‘the body, and 
escaped. She was subsequentiy arresteu, 
tried, and served a short term in the peniten- 
tiary. She was defended by Emery Storrs. 
After the Golddust tragedy-she began a 
life of reckless dissipation, which at last led 
to consumption and the grave. She was far 
above the average of her — in, point of 
intelligence.

Lonpon, Oct. 14.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. — Tue rumor that King 
Milan of Servia intends to issue a declaration 
of war tomorrow was mentioned in these dis- 
patches last night. Today the rumor is cur- 
rent in every Capital of Europe, and it has 
wonderfully fanned: the excitement over the 
situation in the East. 

A German envoy has been sent post-haste 
from Berlin to Nisch, and he is said to be car- 
rying a most important message from Prince 
Bismarck to King Milan. The nature of this 
message is only a matter of con- 
jecture, but it is believed that the Ger- 
man Chancellor wishes to restrain the Servian 
King from invading Turkish territory. It is 
almost certain that any attack by Servia upon 
the neighboring provinces of Bulgaria would 
be like a spark in a powder-magazine, but it is 
feared that Bismarok’s restraining message 
will be too late to be effective. 

THE CASUS BELLL 

The casus belli, or the pretext upon which 
King Milan is expected to declare war against 
Bulgaria, is asfollows: It is alleged that for 
months past Buigarian agitators have fo 
mented risings among the Servians living on 
the frontier, These constant outbreaks, al- 
though petty in themselves and promptly sup- 
pressed, have kept the frontier in a state of 
alarm and have greatly annoyed the Gov- 
ernment and Belgrade. King Milan has 
more than onee remonstrated 
Alexander of Bulgaria and bas demanded 
that the Bulgarian mischief-makers de in- 
terned. Promises to this effect have, it is said, 
been made by the Bulgarian Government, but 
they remain unfulfilled. It is this omission by 
Bulgaria of the duty restraining her own ma- 
rauders that is now to be made the pretext for 
a Servian invasion of Bulgaria. 

M. Mijatovich, the Servian Minister at Lon- 
don, today informed the correspondent that he 
had presented to the British Foreign Office a 
note mentioning this omission on the part of 
Bulgaria. M. Mijatovich added that, altbough

UNEASY DEMOCRATS. 

Administration circles here are said to be 
disquieted over the discovery that the Repub- 
hean Senators have formulated a careful plan 
of action which will insure unity in disposing 
of the Presidential nominations at the coming 
session of Congress. It will not be an indis- 
criminate warfare, and this is what causes the 
uneasiness. A very careful record is said to 


have been kept of the removals in all parts of 


the country, mainly through the Senators of 
the different States. These records have been 
compared, the reasons for removal investi- 
gated, and a great deal of valuable information 
gathered.

WARD’S REVELATIONS, 


HOW WILLIAM R. GRACE MADE LOANS TO 
THE FIRM AT AN ENORMOUS PROFIT. | 

The New York Herald of the 13th mst. pub- 
lishes some revelations by Ferdinand Ward con- 
cerning the persons who made tabuious profits 
out of the frm of Grant & Ward. An interest- 
ing part of bis story is in relation to Mayor 
William R. Grace’s transactions. In reply to 
Grace's statement that he had been a loser in- 
stead of a gainer, Ward produces a page from 
the letter-book of Grant & Ward showing ap- 
parently that Grace got $10,139 for a five 
months’ loan of $14,443. Again for discount- 
ing two5 per cent notes of $10,000 each in 
March, 1883, Grace is said to have got $3,000 
cash. Here is a sample of the way Grace is 
obarged with making handsome profits, the 
particuiars being those of the $10,000 interest 
in five months on aprincipal not quite one-half 
larger:

D. Fish to our order, dated July 1, 1882, and made 
payable on demand, with 6 per cent interest, in- 
dorsed by us. The consideration of this loan is 
that the money will be called in thirty days from 
date hereof, and we are to give William R. Grace 
one-half of our profits made on account of said 
money during the said thirty days, and we assume 
all loss that may be made on same. 

Sept. 29 the loan for fifteen days and a check 
— $1,400, as one-half profits, was paid to Mr.

Oct..14 the loan was again extended fifteen 
days, and a check of $1,350, one-half profits, 
was paid Mr. Grace.

“OANADA AND THE MOTHER COUN-

question propounded recently in a Toronto 
publication: ‘‘Is Canada to be politically, 
socially, and commercially a part of the 
American continent; or is she to be an out- 
lying portion of Europe? The recent Im- 
perial Federation proposals of Lord Salis- 
bury, speaking for the British Tories, and 
Lord Rosebery, speaking for the Liberals, 
have ad ded to the interest of the discussion. 
If one is to judge by the tone of the Cana- 
dian press the federation scheme is not 
viewed with favor in the Dominion. The 
principal journals ridicule it. The dominant 
party in Canada is opposed to federation, be- 
cause that would imply a common tariff with 


England (free trade) and additional taxation 


for the support of England’s army and navy. 
Even the Canadian’ free trader are decidedly 


, | hostile to the idea. What would it accom- 
plish,” they ask, except to add to the bur- 
dens of Canada?“ 


The Week—a high-class 
journal published at Toronto—discussing the 
question in its last issue, says: Association 
[of the colonies with Great Britain] without 
any definit object would be futile.

perial Federation. A compromise non-com- 
mittal resolution was adopted, at the instance 
of some of the party managers, by a bare ma- 
jority of 3 votes. ‘The convention, however, 
pronounced emphatically in favor of com- 
mercial union with the United States, which 
goes to show that the six votes for annexa- 
tion did not fully represent the feeling of the 
Canadian people in that direction. As the 
intercourse between this country and Canada 
becomes greater this feeling will grow. It is 
very strong now among the French-Canadians 
and the new settlers of the Northwest Terri- 
tory, who trade largely with St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis, and the American border towns, The 
French-Canadians are angered at the recent 
reflections on their character and habits con- 
tained in the Ontario press. Those of them 
who have lived in the United States for any 
considerable time contrast the fair way in 
which they were treated by the American 
journals with the scurrilous articles in the 
British-Canadian newspapers. They haye 
been restive for a considerable time. Thou- 
sands of them work across the border in Ver- 
mont and other New England States. They 
cannot see any good reason why those re- 
maining in Canada should not enjoy the ad- 
vantages of being American citizens. 

The feeling here referred to is not con- 
fined to the French-Canadians. The Irish

India, where the silver standard prevails, but 
it is an entire mistake to suppose that India 
is dissatisfied with the present condition of 
affairs or at all anxious to secure the remone- 


} tization of silver in England or other foreign 


countries. The showing made by the Indian 
budget and the complaints that come from 
the official class are misleading in this re- 
spect. The truth is that India as a whole 
enjoys unusual prosperity because of the 
ability of her producing to obtain gold 


for their exports and pay their debts in 


silver. | 

Mr. Grenfell, an ex-Governor of the Bank 
of England, admits that the present condi- 
tion of India is one of marked prosperity, al- 
though he contends that it is artificial and 
will disappear as soon as the world shall have 
come to some settlement on the important 
question of the precious metals.” However 
this may be, India is at present enjoying re- 
markable prosperity for the reason that her 
money is almost exclusively silver. The 
Government budget, which is returned in 
pounds, with the rupee rated at two shillings, 
shows an apparent loss through the de- 
preciation of silver as shown in the 
fall in enchange; bat me mercantile 
classes and producers of India, who receive 
gold for their exports and pay their debts in 
silver, are in a much better situation than the 
statement of the public finances would in- 
dicate. The fall of exchange indicates the 
effect of the depreciation of silver on the 
officeholding class and others on fixed sal- 
aries, but it does not apply to the producers 
or exporters of cotton, rice, jute, etc. To 
use one of Mr. Grenfell’s illustrations: A 
German exporter of wheat and an Indian 
exporter of wheat each pay 100 in its pro- 
duction—the one in gold and the other in 
silver—and each receives for it 120, or 20 per 
cent profit. Supposing the ratio between 
silver and gold to be as at present, and the 
price of Wheat to fall from 120 to 100 in 
gold, the German would lose all his profit, 
while the Indian who would receive 100 in 
gold could purchase with it 120 in the cur- 
rency which pays his cost of production, and 
his profit of 20 per cent would remain. Such 
a state of affairs in India may bear hard on 
the official class, and also on creditors who 
lent money when it was worth more than itis 
now, but it can only operate to stimulate all 
branches of export trade. 

In the present state of affairs India will 
not be apt for some time to bring any press- 
ure to bear on England to secure the re- 
monetization of silver.

—which was not surprising in view of the 
fact that the same talk had been heard be- 
fore in other States, where the companies had 
subsequently eaten their own words passed 


the law. But for once the companies were 


in earnest. They promptly pulled out, leav- 
ing the citizens to get along as best they 
could with their one home company. 

So far the experiment of trying to do with- 
out Insurance capital has not worked happily 
for the people of New Hampshire. The 
three proposed new home companies have 
not advanced nd the paper stage, 
nor would they be able, even if under way, 
to insure the $30,000 stock of goods. be- 
longing to a Manchester merchant ‘whose 
policies in the withdrawn companies expired 
a few days ago, and who has ‘been unable to 
procure new insurance in reliable companies 
anywhere. The policies of over 180 persons 
have expired in the same city during the last 
month, with no hope of their renewal as 
long as the Valued-Policy law remains in 
force. From the best information obtaina- 
ble over $40,000,000 of insurance will expire 
throughout the State in the next twelve 
months, fully one-third ot which will run 
out in ninety days. In consequence the man- 
ufacturers and merchants, unable to procure 
insurance and threatened with the loss by 
fire of all they have invested in business, 
find themselves in a serious dilema, while the 
banks, to make matters worse, are forced in 
sheer self-protection to demand the payment 
of ‘call loans and to foreclose mortgages be- 
cause they cannot safely trust their money in 
the hands of men who have no security 


against loss by fire. 883 State 5

THE BOOM IN WHEAT. 

The arguments in favor of higher prices 
for wheat are all coming out now that the 
market has seen a jump of nearly 20 cents 
upward in prices. It seems strange that no 
one, or scarcely any one, could grasp the sit- 
uation till after the Ik report be true, 
even the astute o tors who came to the 
front yesterday as having bought very large 
quantities at a much lower point than is now 
ruling did not have the courage to take hold 
till after the unspoken logic of the situation 
had brought the market up nearly as much 
as it advanced under their buying, But now 
that the boom has been experienced, and may 
prove to be over for the present, all the 
world and his wife can see a host of reasons 
for a still greater mounting up towards the 
skies. It is said that the farmers in the 
Northwest have already sold the bulk of the 
wheat they intend to deliver on this side of 
spring; that the yield of that section has 
been vastly exaggerated; that the winter- 
that the 
wheat at the seaboard is weevilly and not 
wanted by foreign buyers, who are forced to 
come hither for supplies; and that the spec- 
ulative element in England is short on this 
market to a very large extent, as the trade 
there refused to believe the reports of crop 
shortage here to be anything more than a 
ruse to force foreigners into buying our large 


visible supply. 


If all of this were true the market must 
ere long be found to have exhibited only a 
part of the strength due to the facts of the 
case. But it probably is not true. ‘The 
speculative spirit in the human breast is 
prone to exaggerate the fact in both direc- 
tions, It is all one way or all the other. 
Only a few weeks ago the trade was sadly 
oppressed by the magnitude of our visible 
supply of wheat and seemed to think that an 
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the Legislature will be convened in special 
session and the law This done, 
the companies will ; New Hampshire 
will be able to procure all the insurang & 
wants, and business will no longer be as 
practical standstill." 

But while all this is being done the com- 
panies must not forget that they, or their 
agents, have invited much of the legislation 
of which they complain and of which the 
New Hampshire law is only an aggravated 
sample.. What with the average company’s 
willingness to pocket all the premiums it 
could get, and the agent’s greed for all the 
commissions he could grab, the evil of over- 
insurance has grown year by year. That the 
companies should be occasionally overreached 
is not a whit more strange than that the 
owner of a $3,000 house should angrily ex- 
claim: Tou took my premium on a $5,000 
policy and were glad to get it; now pay me 
$5,000.” The Insurance Commissioners at 
their recent convention in this city, while 
deprecating such crude and ill-advised legis- 
lation as that which is now bearing its legiti- 
mate fruit in New Hampshire, were frank 
enough to take this wider view of the matter 
and not to acquit the companies of all blame 
in the premises. The valued-policy experi- 
inent in New Hampshire has proved a disas- 
trous failure; but what is needed in New 
Hampshire and elsewhere is stringent pro- 
vision against overinsurance and a strict en- 
forcement of that provision not only against 
the insured but n those Who sell him 
his insurance.

A dispatch from Rangoon, the Capital of 
Bntish Burma, says that the Burmese Gov- 
ernment is increasing its forces on the frontier 
and actively preparing to resist any attempt 
the Government of India may make to force a 
suspension of the recent decree of the contis- 
cation of the Bombay and Burmah Trading 
Company in default of the payment of a judg- 
ment of 81. 260, 000. said to be due Burmese for- 
esters as wares. The company deny that they 
ever were in debt to the workmen.and claim 
that they never were allowed an opportunity of 
refuting the charge. A majority of the men 
have signed a deciaration that they have no 
claim on the corporation. 

King Theebaw of Burmah has answered the 
communieation sent by the Chief Commissioner 
for British Burmah, in accordance with in- 
structions from the Indian Government, with 
reference to the dispute between the Burmese 


' Government and the Bombay & Burmah Trad- 


ing Association. The King replied in an arro- 
gantand insulting manner to. the note, and re- 
fused to discuss the claim of the trading com- 
pany with the Indian Government. The Chief 
Commissioner.has asked for reinforcements to 
the pumber of 8,000 men before sending an ul- 
timatum to Mandalay, the Capital of Burmah. 
It was reported today (but officially denied) 
that Lord Randolph Churchill, Lord Salisbury, 
and Lord Dufferin disagree in regard to the 
measures necessary to preserve British influ- 
ence in Upper Burmab. Mr. Gladstone's Gov- 
ernment sent Lord Dufferin to eliminate French 
intrigue in Burmah. Lord Salisbury is satis- 
ec with the assurances of the French that 
they have no désigns in Burmah. It is thought

But Theebaw has gone 
far beyond anything his father ever thought of. 
The demand for arms made by King 
Mindohn as soon as the first treaty 
was concluded has been brought in 
every possible way by King Theebaw. No 
Chance ie lost of asserting the right of the King to 
establish monopolies other than those of earth- 
oll, timber, and rubies, provided for in the treaties; 
and practically they have aitogether failed to ac- 
complish the purpose for which they were framed. 
They have not brought native Burmah into friend- 
ly intercourse with India; they have not made 
commerce and trade free and secure; and they have 
resulted in a state of things altogether objectiona- 
ble: The death of Mindohn Min in 1878, and the

by the abolition of the Residency in Manda- 
lay, and British interests in Upper Bur- 
mah were henceforth at the mercy of the 
King and his Ministers, subject only to the 
occasional remonstrances made by the Chief Com- 
missioner from Rangeon.

IOWA PROHIBITION. 


WHY THE DEMOCRATS HAVE FAILED TO 
ANTAGONIZE IT SUCCESSFULLY. 

Chicago Freie Presse, Oct. 18: Forcing the 
prohibition question into politics has made in- 
finit confusion, and, practically, the prohibi- 
tion laws which nave been adopted have not 
promoted temperance but increased the drink- 
ing of spirits and led to violations of law, by- 
pocrisy, demagogy, and similar monstrosi- 
ties. Tne Iowa Prohibition laws have brought 
about a state of things which is anything but 
satisfactory. The Republican party there al- 
lowed itself to be used by the prohibition 
fanatics to forbid the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicating drinks. These laws were 
passed, but they are dead letters, for 
the lineral-minded minority of the people 
disregard them. Intoxicating drinks are sold 
openly in many parts of Iowa despite the law, 
and the officers whose duty it is to interfere 
shut their eyes, since they do not want to get 
into a fight with halt the people. 

The Republicans, in their last State platform, 
declared themselves in favor of maintaining 
the present state of things, The Democrats, 
however, came out in favor of the repeal of the 
Prohibition laws and the adoption of a license 
tax. One might expect that under such cir- 
cilmstances the Democrats would carry the 
day, but they write us from Iowa that the pros- 
pects of the Democrats are very poor, and it is 
quite likely that they will again meet with a se- 
rious defeat; for while apparently a large part 
of the people are against a strict enforcement 
of the Prohibition laws the present lax enforce- 
ment of them gives so much room to the in- 
clinatons of the drink-loving people as to 
hinder It

An assistant, 
clothed in the garb of a brother, reaponded to 
the summons and threw the front door wide 
open. As the light of the ball-lamp streamed 
out upon the steps it disclosed six masked men 
crowding into the entrance. The leader was a 
brawny man in a dark suit. His right hand 
held a cocked revolver, which was leveled full 
at the brother’s bead. “Hold up your bands,” 
commanded the leader in French, as he 
stepped inside the door, followed by 
the rest of the invaders. Althongh great- 
ly seared, the startied brother made 
an effort at resistance. The crowd soon over- 
powered him, however. The party then pro- 
ceeded upstairs and ordered the priests to 
pack up their things and vacate the premises 
at once under pain of death. Resistance was 
useless, so their trunks were hurriedly packed 
and the two priests were escorted to the front- 
door. Carriages and express-wagonus were 
there found in waiting. The trunks and effects 
were loaded into the wagons and the fathers 
were unwillingly pushed into the carriages. 
One asked to be taken to the house 
of Mr. Chene and the other was 
driven to the parochial residence 
connected with the Polish church. The masked 
invaders were left the sole occupants of &t. 
Joachim’s Parish residence and the church ad- 
joining. They still hold the fort. This morn- 
ing Father Dangelzir was greatly agitated over 
this startling situation of affairs. He visited 
the Bishop's residence to lay the matter before 
Vicar-General Hennaert, the Bishop being in 
New York. It is generally believed among 
Catholics that the Bishop will not only excom- 
municate the parties to the transaction but 
will visit nis wrath on St. Joachim's entire 
Parish and Chureb. Father Dangelzir says be 
can identify the leader of bis assailants. The 
affair creates great excitement in Catholic cir- 
cles. The Bishop is denounced.

THE ROLLAR CASE. 
SOME SENSATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS IN THIS 
NOW NOTORIOUS AFFAIR. 

The case of Gertrude F. W. Rollar against 
William Rollar and the other heirs of Gott- 
lieb F. W. Rollar, deceased, to get a share in 
ber father’s estate came up for hearing yester- 
day before Judge Tuley.

SOMETHING ABOUT JUDIC. 


I dare say you have heard a good deal of Mme. 
Judic, but I question if everything that can be 
spoken or written on the subject has reached 
you. Ifthe printed criticisms or stories have 
found their way West the information gath- 
ered as to the artist can scarcelv be considered 
trustworthy. Not more than two or three of 
the local journalists who have dealt with Mme. 
Judic in the columns of their respective jour- 
nals understand the language the lady speaks, 
and the gossip soncerning the impression she 
has wrought, the terms of her engagement, 
and her early life and faith may be set down as 
doing more credit to people's imigination than 
to their accuracy. As you will in due course 
hear Mme. Judic and judge for yourselves I 
shall not attempt to forestall your decision. I 
should like, however, to mention afew facts 
in relation to the artist and woman. In 
the first place, I wish to say that Mme. Judic is 
not passée. She is as clever and bright as she 
was in 1880, when I last saw her abroad, and if 
she has grown at all stouter the increase in 
ber embonpoint is barely perceptible. At the 
same ume she is a very tall and heavy woman, 
and what I am assured are the latest Parisian 
styles make her appear still weightier by 
building her out in every direction. She has, 
moreover, as much voice as she ever had, and 
she is almost as lively. Undeniably ber sur- 
roundings are a drawback to her success. The 
pieces she acts in contain the smallest modi- 
cum ot music, and the dialog is not only 
French, but Parisian—i. e., boulevard French, 
that even a provincial Frenchman would be 
forgiven for not comprehending in 
some of its subtler meanings. The 
theatre in which she is seen is far 
deeper as to its auditorium than the Varieties, 
where she bas been most frequently beheld, 
and much of ber facial expression is missed 
by two-thirds of the spectators. She has the 
coé6peration of a wretched troupe, for even M. 
Meziéres, though an admirabie actor, is not in 
harmony, as to delicacy of touch with Mme. 
Judie's exceptional tranquiility and suggestive 
friesse. And, finally, there is no denying that 
the very quietness and refinement of che per- 
former's act are against her in arépertoire that 
an Argio-Saxon can only fully appreciate 
through the medium of pantomime. Mme. 
Judic, in brief, has rather disappointed the 
public at large. Wallack’s Theatre is fairly 
well filied nigitly as to the ground floor, but 
the upper portion ef the house is invariably 
empty. The receipts represent little more 
than the subscription moneys paid out by 
amusement-seekers and speculators before 
Mme. Judie's début. Ot curiosity on the part 
of. the blic to hear the lady there is no

naturally, when the receipts reach a figure 
covering his expenses. These are small, for 
the company is a very cheap organization.

JUDIC AT HOME. 

To conclude, though 1 will not bore you with 
a biography of Mme. Judic, I propose to send 
you a few lines as to the actress en ville. She 
is 37 years of age and no more. Sue began 
life as a singer in French music-halls, and 
music-ball songs areto this day ber strong 
point. She was married eighteen yeurs ago to 
M. Emile Judic, to whose business tact she 
owes no slight sbare of her success. Evil 
tongues have Whispered that Emile Zoia, in 
**Nanon,”’ depicted Judic’s husband as the 
„ managing ’’ spouse of an actress, while Al- 
bert Miliaud of the Paris Figaro—the song- 
stress’ favorit playwright—fgures in the story 
as the journalist whose attentions to the 
woman are encouraged in every way by her 
politic belmsman.

A STOCKHOLDER OBJECTS TO THE FREEZ-

A very lengthy bill was filed yesterday in the

& Co. The wire-fence company was organised in 
August, 1882, with a capital of $300,000, John

getting 200 shares. Shortly afterward the firm ot 
Lambert, Bishop & Co. sold for $150,000 all its 
plant and other assets, including the right to make 
3.600 tons of barbed wire annually, to the wire- 
fence company, and also all the machinery and 
tools of the Stone City Fence Company, which was 
a firm composed of W. W. Bishop and Paul Smith.

ALL ABOUT LUMBER. 


RAFTING ON THE CHIPPEWA—TRANSPOR- 
TATION FACILITIES—FREIGHT RATES 
CHANGING. 

Eav CLAIRE, Wis., Oct. 14.—|Special.}—The 
season for rafting upon the Chippewa will close 
in about two weeks, and sofarit is believed 
by lumbermen that the changes in the channel 
of the river and the existence of other obstruc- 
tions as the result of the flood of September, 
1884, have caused more damage to rafts than 
has been felt during any season for the 
last ten years, considerimg the amount of 
Inmber thus transported. Nearly all the mills 
now running clearing up for -a final ciose of 
the sawing season of 1885, and thougha large 
supply of logs is still in store the season's 
work has been very satisfactory. There will 
be no demand for mento work in the woods 
here this winter, as hundreds of available 


hands are idle, waiting for a chance to hire out 


at almost any wages. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 14.—/Speciai.}]— 
The lumber trade is just at this time hampered 
by shortage of transportation facilities, the 
lines penetrating the Southwestern market de- 
clining to permit their cars to goto Missouri 
River points so long as the wheat crop is mov- 
ing so ireely and every car that is availabie is 
needed at home. Several large bills have re- 
cently been sold in the Southwestern market, 
one Minneapolis firm disposing of 300 cars and 
another of 100cars. The trade nearer at home 
also continues to be good. The boom scale for 
September at Minneapolis reached 50,040,110 
feet. Good progress is being made in clearing 
up the river, and the indications are that all 
the logs will be sawed out—certainiy so if 
sawing can be continued until Nov. 15. The 
promise that all the logs will be sawed out is 
stimulating the loggers to prepare to go in the 
woods, and the indications are that the cut will 
be from 100,000,000 to 150,000,000 larger than 
last winter. The list is still being cut from 7 to 
10 per cent and some of tne lumber sold in the 


southwest has been put out at even a lower 


rate than that. The majority of the dealers, 
however, show no disposition to slaughter 
stock. The shipments of lumber from Minne- 
apolis during the last week amounted to 415 
ears, and irom St. Paul 150 cars—an increase
